ORDINANCE No. 144

An Ordinance of the City of Tor-
rance Providing for the Inspec-
tion of Premises by the Fire De-
partment of Said City to Safe-
guard the Public and Property
Against Fire.

The Board of Trustees of the
City of Torrance do ordain as fol-
lows:

SECTION 1. It shall be the duty
of the Chief of the Fire Depart-
ment to inspect or cause to be in-
spected by fire department officers
or members, as often as may be

conditions liable to cause fire, or

cupant of such premises or build-
ings, subject to appeal within
twenty-four hours to the President

or occupant.

leaving it with any person in
charge of the premises, or in case
no such person is found upon .the
premises by affixing a copy thercof
in a censpicuous place on the door
to the entrance of the said premises,

Whenever it may he necessary to

jurisdiction of the officer making
the order, by mailing such copy to
the owner’s last known post-office
address.

SECTION 2. Any person or per-
sons, firm or corporation ylolating
any of the provisions of this or-
dinance or any of its sections,
shall, upon conviction, forfeit and
pay a fine of not more than
twenty-five dollars ($25) for each
offense, and not more than twenty-
five dollars ($25) for every day
thereafter so long as the violation
exists, and a fine of not more than
one hundred dollars ($100) for sub-
sequent violations.
